Possibility has 
developed, however, that the inquiry 
will take notice of reports that the 
bag of the Roma, constructed in 
Italy, was rotten, although officers 
at the field declined to discuss such 
reports. In connection with the 
forthcoming inquiry, these develop- 
ments, some officers said, have been 
established definitely: ° 

First, that the left rudder of the 
Roma gave way when she was lesa 
than half a mile from where she 
went down, near the army base fire 
station. 

Second, that there was no fire on 
the ship until after the tilt began, 
as a result of the right-hand side of

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WHY NEW PARTIES FAIL. 


A group of representatives of farmers, workers and 
Farmer-Labor parties met in conference in Chicago 
last Monday to plan a movement for the election of 
working-class representatives at the coming November 
elections. No plans for a new political party were 
made but delegates voiced their expectation that such 
a party would develop out of the movement and be 
ready for action in the next presidential campaign. 

This approximate group every biennial election or 
so nibbles at great opportunity and then is lost be- 
tween the shoals of incompetent leadership and the 
failure to grasp the principles to which any suc- 
cessful liberal political movement must adhere. 

A gain has been made in uniting farmer and labor 
groups. Such a combination is stronger and more 
democratic than a separate movement of each group. 
But it is not sufficient for success. It excludes a 
large and determining portion of the citizenry which 
belongs to neither of these occupational classes but 
which has a cause in common with them as against 
all forms of privilege and the refuge which privilege 
finds in the old party organizations. 

Privilege and the old parties have nothing to fear 
from new political movements so long as the latter 
regularly run themselves, as they always do, into the 
ditch of group and class interest and of radical party 
orthodoxy. There are principles upon which the 
working people of the United States could combine 
and sweep the political offices of the nation clean. 
By “working people” we mean not only laborers, me- 
chanics and farmers but salaried and professional 
people, merchants and everybody who works for an 
honest living without privilege. 

Economic and class groups, if they become strong 
enough, can dictate our government. And that is 
what judicious, liberal-minded people in the old par- 
ties fear. They don’t want dictation. They want 
honest administration on principles which destroy 
such privilege as is to be found in our present tax- 
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the formal text of a treaty; yet it must be apparent 
to everybody that insurmountable obstacles to the 
framing of any international agreement would be {m- 
posed if diplomatists could not discuss delicate issues 
in confidence. 

Mr. Harding, in his letter to the Senate, asserts 
without qualification that so far as the four-Power 
treaty is concerned there are “no concealed under- 
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standings and no secret exchange of notes.” That is 
information of the utmost value. If the treaty means 
what it says, and no more than it says, it conforms in 
every essential to Mr. Wilson's rule of “open cove- 
nants of diplomacy openly arrived at.” 

During the debate on the treaty of Versailles the 
opposition Senator systematically perverted the first 
of the 14 points and tried to maintain the thesis 
that open diplomacy necessarily meant diplomacy 
conducted in the public square to the accompaniment 
of a brass band. It never meant that and never could 
mean that. Open covenants of diplomacy are diplo- 
matic agreements that are made matters of public 
record. This implies also that there should be no 
private understandings or agreements as to the scope 
of atreaty. Openly arriving at covenants of diplomacy 
signifies neither more nor less than that the fact of 
the negotiation should be publicly known, the ob- | 
jects of the negotiations should be publicly known) 
and the text of the finished treaty should be published | 
to all the world. |

THE DRUGGING OF PRISONERS. 

Nothing reveals quite as shockingly ‘the seven- 
teenth century state of mind that seems now 
generally to permeate police and prosecuting offi- 
cials throughout our cities, as the experiment with. 
so-called “truth serum” injected into two prisoners | 
in the county jail at Dallas, Tex.., recently. Accord- | 
ing to the newspaper accounts, its results were highly | 
satisfactory; the effect of the hypodermic doses | 
seemed “to paralyze their will to lie’ and it is be-| 
lieved they gave the officials valuable truthful in-| 
formation. | 

“Truth serum” is a drug having some stupefying | 
effects and is known by the technical name of sco- | 
polamine. It was tried on a negro charged with| 
murder and upon a white prisoner who has appealed 
from a conviction on a charge of postoffice robbery. 
Doctors who were present said they would come out 
from under its influence without any ill effects, says 
the dispatch. Whether they actually did, we are not 
informed. 

In this outrageous proceeding we see confirmed 
the view held by those in authority dealing with the 
penal laws, that whoever is accused of crime is guilty 
and therefore destitute of rights. Once in the power 
of the police you may be dealt with as a stray cur 
destined for the table of the Vivisectionist. 

One of the essential safeguards of liberty, de- 
signed to prevent all third-degree methods, including 
this process of “anesthetic Sweating,” is the rule of 
law that no one can be compelled to incriminate him- 
self, and that no testimony extracted by such methods 
can be used against the accused. 

If the courts.of Dallas are stil] self-respecting there 
is some public excoriation in store for the authors of 
this diabolical experiment. 
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Before Mr. Bryan rung for the Senate in Florida 
he might take time to unpack his carpet bag.

Each of us wants to save his country from 
something. Countries sometimes have reason 
to doubt the sincerity of al] those who would 
befriend them, but if our judgment differs we 
are all sincere enough in the main. There is a 
movement in Sweden to save that country from 
the horrors of prohibition. Every country 
which has not done anything about it is ac- 
cursed with liquor, and Sweden wants to do 
something about it. What should she do? 
Should she try to have absolute’ prohibition, 
such as we are trying to have in the United 
States? The people joining in the latest move- 
ment think not. They believe the surest way 
to some happiness in the matter is to proceed 
with temperance work. Observers who are fa- 
miliar with the situation in the United States 
report against the sort of thing we are attempt- 
ing. They say it has resulted in great loss of 
revenue, with even more people drinking, which 
is quite so. After the curtain goes down on the 
farce the drys will have to answer for scrap- 
ping our own great gains in temperance. Those 
really were worth something to us. It will take 
us a long time to recover them. Prohibition is 
not worth anything to us except to remind us 
that laws of compulsion are mighty bootless un- 
less they are backed by public opinion. If we 
can make what we are undergoing a beacon 
and a light which will keep the fair land of 
Sweden off the rocks, that will be a comfort.
